We have now, for ſeveral years, been accuſtom'd 
to hear and ſee ourſelves condemn'd as not entertain- 
ing a ſaving faith concerning our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
and even as denying the Lord that bought us. But 
Chriſtians, who are acquainted with their bibles, and 
know the do&rines which we really hold, are not 
in danger of being deceived by ſuch miſrepreſentati- 
ons. But leſt any, thro' prejudice or inadvertency, 
ſhould be impoſed upon by the uncharitable and falſe 
accounts that have been given of us, I beg leaveto lay 
before all ſuch as deſire to know what our real ſenti- 
ments are, the following plain and faithful account of 
our Faith: in which every one will eaſily obſerve, that 
every article of our Creed, may be, and actually is, 
expreſs'd in the very words of the Bible ; and that we 


receive, as part of our do&rine, every thing, with- 


out exception, that the Scriptures teach concerning 
Jeſus Chriſt.

of a' reaſonable ſoul ; that his body was a real body of 
fleſh and blood, like ours ; and that the ſoul, which 


dwelt in his body, was a ſpirit indow'd with un-. 


derſtanding, will, memory, and all rational faculties 
and that by dwelling in that body, and being united 
to it, in the ſame manner as our ſouls dwell in, and 
are united to, our bodies, it was liable to the ſame 
impreſſions and affeRions (fin only being excepted) 
to which our imbodied ſpirits are expoſed; _ And 
while others maintain, that the divine WORD did 
not; ina proper ſenſe, come'down from heaven, but 
always remain'd rich, and never became poor; we 
hold with the apoſtle, that he, the ſame perſon, who 


was rich, did as really become poor for our ſakes, as u 


thro* hit poverty, or abaſement, are made rich. We 
hope, our adverſaries will the rather bear with our 


differing from them, on this head, becauſe herein the 


Aſemblys Catechiſm agrees with us.
